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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 

For  the  Year  1914-1915. 


The  following  tables  and  reports  present  in  a  concise  form 
the  work  of  the  schools  and  the  outlay  by  the  town  for  educa- 
tion during  the  year  closing  July  14th,  1915. 

Eighty-three  and  one-third  per  cent,  of  the  September,  1914, 
enumeration  of  450  were  enrolled  in  the  eight  schools,  and 
attendance  at  high  and  private  schools  considerably  increases 
the  number.  Of  this  percentage,  178,  or  nearly  one-half,  were 
on  the  registers  at  Higganum.  Next  to  Higganum  and  Center 
the  largest  enrolment  was  35  at  Ponset,  a  fact  fully  justifying 
the  enlargement  of  the  schoolhouse  made  in  1913.  By  far  the 
largest  relative  increase  of  pupils  in  recent  years  has  taken  place 
at  Burr.  Five  years  since  the  yearly  roll  was  only  seven ;  this 
years 's  returns  place  the  number  at  27,  a  four-fold  increase.  Even 
with  the  additional  number  of  desks  obtained  by  reseating  the 
building  this  last  year,  the  room  is  crowded,  and  if  the  pressure 
continues  may  have  to  be  enlarged  in  the  near  future.  Relief 
at  Higganum  from  the  crowding  of  Room  II  will  be  secured  by 
dividing  the  third  grade  between  the  second  and  third  rooms. 

High  School  attendance  averaged  23.683 ;  slightly  in  ad- 
vance of  last  year.  Three  graduated  in  June;  two  of  them  are 
teaching  this  year.  Twenty-eight  have  received  the  consent  of 
the  committee  to  attend  the  coming  year.  By  special  vote,  the 
committee  emphasizes  the  old  regulation  that  consent  will  be 
withheld  from  pupils  who  fail  to  obtain  a  standing  satisfactory 
both  to  the  High  School  and  to  the  committee.  The  town  and 
State  invests  eighty  dollars  for  each  pupil  in  attendance  at  High 
School,  and  it  is  manifestly  unjust  that  such  aid  should  be  given 
unless  pupils  secure  a  standing  sufficient  to  meet  fully  the  usual 
requirements  of  the  High  School.  Notice  of  this  regulation  is 
sent  with  the  vote  of  consent  to  the  parents  of  each  pupil,  and 
the  High  School  is  asked  to  co-operate  in  making  it  effective. 
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One  change  in  the  financial  statement  appears  for  the  first 
time  this  year.  The  increase  of  the  levy  to  over  a  million  dol- 
lars for  1913  requires  the  town,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the 
average  attendance  grant,  to  raise  under  the  law  a  three  and  one- 
half  mill  tax  for  the  support  of  schools  instead  of  three  mills  as 
heretofore.  The  result  from  this  change  is,  that  while  the  cost 
for  schools  is  somewhat  less  than  last  year,  the  proportion  paid 
by  the  town  is  increased  by  nearly  five  hundred  dollars.  The 
three  and  one-half  mill  tax  raises  $3,599.24,  and  the  average  at- 
tendance grant  becomes  $2,853.25,  which  makes  the  total  of  the 
five  grants  received  from  the  State  $4,731.25,  or  56  per  cent,  of 
the  outlay.  This  statement,  however,  does  not  include  the  cost 
of  repairs  and  improvement  of  the  school  property,  which  is  not 
considered  by  the  State  in  making  the  average  attendance  grant. 
But  if  this  cost  for  the  year  is  included  in  the  tital  paid  by  the 
town  for  schools  the  State  grants  still  remain  larger  than  the 
town  outlay  by  over  two  hundred  dollars.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  town  can  wisely  invest  more  in  behalf  of  the  education  of  it's 
children.  Teachers'  salaries  are  lower  than  in  neighboring  com- 
munities. At  the  annual  meeting  the  committee  voted  an  in- 
crease to  the  salaries  paid  for  the  smaller  schools,  its  distribution 
to  remain  in  the  discretion  of.  the  hiring  committee. 

This  report  has  repeatedly  in  previous  years  called  atten- 
tion to  the  provision  made  for  a  grant  from  the  State  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each  year  towards  the.  expense  of 
attending  Normal  School  in  preparation  for  teaching  to  a  student 
whose  application  is  approved  by  the  school  committee.  Mr. 
Shearer  refers  to  this  in  his  report.  The  committee  will  wel- 
come applications  for  the  privilege  to  which  the  town  is  en- 
titled. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  build  woodsheds  at  Burr,  Ponset 
and  Candlewood  Hill,  and  also  for  adding  to  the  slate  blackboard 
snaee  at  Ponset,  and  for  puting  fifteen  linear  feet  in  at  Can- 
dlewood Hill. 

The  committee  approved  of  the  Supervisor's,  suggestion  that 
the  schools  be  in  session  for  185  days,  and  placed  the  plan  under 
his  direction.   .  .   ......  .        ..  _     .

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR. 

To  the  School  Cimmittee ;  Haddam  Conn. : 

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  school  year  1914-1915  ■ 

There  were  enumerated  in  the  town  450  children  between 
the  ages  of  4  and  16,  and  there  were  375  pupils  enrolled  in  the- 
different  schools  in  the  town.  The  average  attendance  was 
293.234.  The  cost  was  $7,104.73  for  the  local  schools  and  $1,875.- 
52  for  non-local  high  schools.  The  cost  per  pupil  hour  for 
effective  work  was  2.6  cents. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  average  attendance  is  lower  than 
it  was  a  year  ago.  Although  sickness  was  a  large  factor  this  year 
the  Supervisor  found  it  necessary  to  exert  more  pressure  this 
year  than  heretofore.       One  case  was  turned  over  to  the  State 
and  will  no  doubt  appear  next  year. 

The  cost  per  pupil  doing  effective  work  in  High  School  was 
$86.49  to  the  legal  authorities  alone,  the  cost  per  pupil  in  average 
attendance  in  High  School  was  $79.19  to  the  legal  authorities. 
I  do  not  know  how  much  more  the  parents  paid.  Such  cost 
should  bring  good  results.  It  seems  wise,  however,  to  set  forth 
a  few  other  statements  here.  The  pupils  are  under  the  guidance 
of  a  teacher  for  three  hours  only.  Then  the  pupils  "down  the 
river"  are  in  charge  of  a  teacher  for  one  additional  hour  for 
study.  It  becomes  necessary  also  for  our  pupils  to  miss  the 
first  two  or  best  periods  of  the  day  and  therefore  they  are  com- 
pelled to  go  from  one  recitation  to  another  for  four  consecutive 
periods.  Such  conditions  do  not  produce  the  best  results,  and 
if  good  results  are  to  be  secured  the  parent  should  see  that  the 
High  School  pupils  give  a  suitable  amount  of  time  to  study  at 
home.  As  some  High  School  pupils  have  abused  the  privilege 
of  attending  High  School  at  public  expense,  it  would  be  well 
to  establish  rules  to  try  to  abolish  the  abuse. 

Our  district  schools  are  presenting  a  crowed  condition  at 
Burr  and  Ponset.  It  may  be  that  a  new  school  at  or  near  the 
Episcopal  Church  would  relieve  the  pressure  there  and  also  re- 
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lieve  the  crowded  condition  at  Higganum.  To  relieve  the 
crowded  condition  in  Higganum  it  is  planned  to  divide  grade 
three  and  then  have  the  following  groups. 

Miss  Neft'.— Grade  I. 

Miss  Spencer. — Grades  II  and  III. 

Miss  Kahrman. — Grades  III  and  VI. 

Miss  Candee. — Grades  V  and  IV. 

Miss  Bailey  (Principal),  Grades  VII  and  VIII. 

Our  progressive  teachers  plan  to  get  new  ideas  in  several 
ways.  This  summer  six  will  attend  summer  school,  one  will 
teach  in  New  York,  while  two  are  directly  from  Normal  Schools. 
Our  salary  list  is  low  and  I  urge  an  advance  for  the  future.  We 
pay  less  than  the  towns  about  us  are  paying  and  naturally  we 
secure  or  hold  teachers  only  to  give  them  experience,  or,  in  some 
cases,  because  a  few  of  our  teachers  prefer  to  remain  at  home. 

In  this  report  last  year  the  Supervisor  said  that  the  school 
houses  were  used  less  than  25  per  cent,  of  the  time.  Since 
then  there  has  been  organized  in  Higganum  a  society  that  may 
make  good  use  of  the  school  house  for  both  instruction  and  pleas- 
ure. If  you  will  grant  the  use  of  the  building,  the  Supervisor 
will  be  pleased  to  co-operate  in  such  undertakings  as  may  seem 
advisable. 

The  young  ladies  in  town  are  not  using  the  State  grant  for- 
attending  Normal  Schools.  The  allowance  or  grant  is  liberal 
and  should  be  used.

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CALENDAR. 

Regulations  for  Schools,  1914-1915. 

First  Term — Monday,  September  6,  schools  open  Tuesday  Sep- 
tember 7,  to  Friday,  December  17,  1915 — 15  weeks,  75  legal 
and  72  session  days.  Two  weeks  vacation. 
Second  Term — Monday,  January  3  to  April  14,  1916 — 15  weeks, 
75  legal  and  74  session  days.  One  week  vacation. 
Third  Term— Monday,  April  24  to  June  17,  1916—8  weeks, 
40  legal  and  39  session  days.  Total  for  year  28  weeks,  190 
legal  and  185  session  days  are  required,  subject  to  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Supervisor. 

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours;  Grades  I  and  II  may  be 
dismissed  a  half  hour  earlier  each  day ;  on  Friday  schools  clos^ 
one  hour  earlier. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  improve  the  attendance  and  may  re- 
quire written  excuses  for  absence,  tardiness  or  dismissal  before 
the  closing  hour.  Dismission  before  the  closing  hour  is  dis- 
couraged, but  may  for  special  reasons,  though  rarely,  be  granted 
for  not  more  than  half  the  session.  Only  sickness  or  an  equally 
unavoidable  necessity  is  regarded   as   a   satisfactory  excuse. 

Pupils  under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  required  to  remain 
in  school  until  they  have  completed  the  work  of  the  sixth  grade 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  School  Committee.  After  this  work 
is  done  leaving  certificates  to  be  employed  can  be  obtained. 
Pupils  leaving  school  or  proposing  to  leave  school  before  finish- 
ing the  sixth  grade  are  to  be  reported  promptly  to  the  super- 
visor. 

Children  five  years  of  age  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
public  schools  but  are  expected  to  begin  attendance  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  school  year  in  September.  Unless  prepared  to  enter 
a  class  already  formed  they  are  not  received  later  than  the  third 
week  of  the  fall  term.  But  children  who  will  be  seven  before 
the  close  of  the  school  year  are  expected  to  enter  in  September. 
Attendance  for  half  a  day  only  is  to  be  discouraged. 
These  regulations  are  to  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 

For  the  Year  1915-1916. 


The  general  movement  of  school  activities  for  the  school 
year  ending  July  14th,  1916,  is  presented  in  the  supervisor's 
report.  The  tables  group  the  items  of  special  interest  for 
convenience  of  reference.  In  the  list  of  teachers  only  two 
changes  appear,  Mrs.  Burnham  taking  the  principalship  of  the 
Higganum  school  and  Miss  Burnham  filling  the  vacancy  at 
Candlewood  Hill.  The  teachers  at  Tylerville  and  Turkey  Hill 
exchange  schools.  The  committee  reluctantly  yielded  to  Miss 
Baily's  decision  to  give  up  her  position  at  Higganum,  but  are 
very  glad  to  retain  her  services  at  the  Center.  The  other 
teachers  occupy  their  old  situations. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  change  in  the  calendar  making  -the 
opening  day  of  each  term,  Wednesday,  will  be  helpful  in  secur- 
ing the  required  number  of  seccion  days,  and  also  be  a  conven- 
ience to  both  parents  and  teachers.  This  arrangement 
provides  for  185  session  days,  with  five  holidays  in  the  38 
weeks  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Shearer's  comment  on  the  attendance  deserves  special 
attention.  For  it  is  true,  other  things  being  equal,  that  the 
best  attendance  makes  the  best  school,  both  as  to  interest  and 
progress  in  the  studies. 

The  school  property  is  in  good  condition.  Progress  in 
placing  slate  blackboards  in  the  rooms  has  added  to  the  con- 
venience of  teachers,  All  of  the  schools  will  be  provided  with 
places  for  wood  when  the  shed  to  be  built  at  Turkey  Hill  this 
autum  is  completed. 

The  financial  statement  summarizes  the  cost  for  each 
school,  and  also  gives  the  source  of  income  with  the  special 
outlays  to  balance  the  account.  The  bill  for  repairs  has  been 
larger  than  recently,  more  than  half  of  the  amount  being  used 
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at  Higganum,  the  largest  single  item  being  the  replacing  of 
the  furnace  for  heating.  The  outlay  for  high  school  pupils  is 
$1,650.01.  Of  this  amount  $986.63  is  paid  by  the  State.  The 
total  of  the  grants  amounts  to  $4,395.70.  To  secure  these 
grants  a  3%  mill  tax  must  be  raised  by  the  town,  which 
amount  added  to  the  cost  of  repairs  makes  the  total  outlay  for 
schools  by  the  town  for  the  year  $4,569.31.  Owing  to  the 
increase  of  the  cost  of  paper  the  supplies  for  the  new  school 
year  will  be  much  more  expensive  than  they  have  been. 

The  hearty  invitation  of  the  supervisor  to  parents  and 
friends  to  visit  the  schools  should  receive  a  response  that  can- 
not fail  to  be  stimulating  and  helpful  to  teachers  and  pupils. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  the  paralysis  now  prev- 
alent in  the  state  threatens  to  disturb  the  attendence  espec- 
ially at  the  critical  point  of  the  opening  of  the  year.  Cooler 
weather  may  bring  welcome  relief.  Apart  from  this  the 
schools  promise  a  year  of  excellent  work.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR. 

To  the  School  Committee,  Haddam  Conn.  : 
Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  school  year  1915-1916 : 

The  number  of  children  enumerated  was  453,  the  number 
enrolled  in  the  schools,  363.  The  average  attendance  was 
279.659.  The  cost  was  $6,631.99.  The  cost  per  pupil  hour  for 
effective  work  was  2.8  cents. 

Twenty-four  pupils  attended  Middletown  High  School  at 
the  expense  to  the  town  of  $1,268.92.  The  average  attendance 
was  20.844.  The  cost  per  pupil  hour  for  effective  work  was 
11.2  cents.  This  high  cost  is  caused  to  a  large  extent  by  the 
few  hours  per  day  that  the  school  is  open  to  our  pupils.  It 
does  not  include  the  cost  to  parents. 

The  desire  to  give  the  citizens  a  chance  to  visit  the 
schools  while  in  operation  lead  the  teachers  in  some  schools  to 
keep  open  one  night.  The  parents  did  not  visit  when  the  op- 
portunity was  afforded.  It  is  the  supervisor's  desire  that  the 
school  at  Higganum  may  be  open  one  evening  this  year.  The 
results  were  not  all  that  could  be  desired  for  there  was  given 
no  opportunity  to  the  visitors  to  offer  suggestions  for  improve- 
ments. The  teachers  and  supervisor  will  be  glad  at  all  times 
to  receive  such  suggestions  either  by  letter  oi  by  personal  in- 
terviews. 

Several  of  our  teachers  are  untrained.  It  is  necessary 
that  such  teachers  receive  special  help.  The  supervisor  gave 
direct  instruction  to  these  teachers  in  their  schools  and  when 
it  seemed  wise,  he  conducted  demonstration  classes.  At 
teacher's  meetings,  special  lessons  were  worked  out  by  super- 
visor and  teachers  drawn  by  lot.  These  were  open  to  dis- 
cussion and  much  good  resulted  therefrom.  The  teachers  were

encouraged  to  advance  themselves  in  their  profession  by  the 
study  of  Morrill's  Physchology,  a  text  giving  direct  help  to  a 
teacher.  The  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  fur- 
nished the  outlines  for  this  work.  There  are  good  possibilities 
for  help  in  such  work. 

Two  general  tests  were  given  throughout  the  supervised 
schools  of  the  State  during  the  year.  These  examinations  were 
corrected  and  detailed  parts  classified  so  that  now  definite  con- 
clusions can  be  drawn  for  the  help  of  all  concerned. 

The  plan  of  dividing  a  grade  between  two  teachers  at 
Higganum  was  carried  out  with  good  results.  Grades  seven 
and  eight  were  brought  together  in  the  same  room.  From  the 
two  changes  the  number  of  pupils  in  charge  of  the  teachers  be- 
came more  even. 

The  salaries  of  teachers  must  advance  along  with  all  other 
salaries.  Trained  teachers  to-day  demand  more  for  their  ser- 
vices and  ought  to  receive  it.  In  your  force  are  teachers 
whose  value  to  the  pupils  could  not  be  replaced  for  the  salaries 
now  paid.  In  case  the  present  resident  teacher  should  leave 
us,  there  are  no  others  to  take  their  places.  We  would  thus 
be  compelled  to  advance  wages,  and  the  amount  of  money  al- 
loted  to  the  teachers'  committee  would  necessarily  have  to  be 
more. 

Again  it  may  be  well  to  call  the  parents  attention  to  the 
short  high  school  day.  The  pupils  from  this  town  receive  very 
limited  chance  for  selection  of  the  courses  offered  because  they 
arrive  in  Middletown  so  late.  It  may  be  that  the  authorities 
at  Middletown  can  give  our  pupils  more  consideration  both  in 
selection  of  subjects  and  in  the  number  of  study  periods.  If 
they  cannot  do  so,  more  school  time  can  be  secured  at  Chester 
or  Deep  River  at  practically  no  more  expense  to  the  parents 
who  now  pay  a  fair  share  of  tuition. 

The  ventilation  in  some  of  the  schools  is  bad  because  of 
crowded  conditions.  Ponsett  offers  the  worst  case  and  the 
plans  for  jacketing  the  stove  and  putting  in  a  fresh  air  intake 
would  relieve  the  situation.  The  State  Board  feels  that  all 
stoves  in  school  rooms  should  be  jacketed,  or  else  a  heater f 
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made  especially  for  circulating  rather  than  radiating  the 
heated  air,  should  be  installed. 

The  greatest  care  should  be  taken  to  keep  the  houses  in 
a  sanitary  condition.  The  board  of  health  and  the  supervisor 
have  paid  much  attention  to  these  matters.  It  is  my  belief 
that  each  out-house  should  be  kept  locked  from  the  close  of 
school  at  night  until  the  opening  of  the  school  buildings  in  the 
morning,  and  that  the  teachers  should  see  that  the  pupils  keep 
the  place  clean  and  free  from  cuttings  or  markings. 

The  parents  and  all  those  interested  in  school  matters  are 
urged  to  visit  the  several  schools,  to  attend  teachers'  meetings, 
to  consult  with  teachers  or  supervisor,  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  work  the  schools  are  doing,  and  to  give  suggestions 
at  any  time.  Teachers  meetings  will  be  held  at  Higganum  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month,  and  at  Ponsett  or  Burr  on 
the  first  Friday.  Parents  wishing  to  meet  the  supervisor  may 
do  so  at  2:30  to  3:00  p.  m. 

The  attendance  was  lower  again  this  year.  Several  fam- 
ilies moved  away  from  town.  The  winter  prevented  regular 
attendance  in  the  districts.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that 
the  best  attendance  was  found  where  a  strongly  efficient  teach- 
er kept  her  attention  on  regular  attendance.  The  question  of 
attendance  is  connected  directly  with  financial  aid  and  with 
promotion.  There  were  41  who  left  school  because  of  re- 
moval, 2  because  of  ill  health  and  6  to  work.  There  were  pro- 
moted, 258  pupils  and  52  non-promotions.  Of  the  52  non- 
promotions,  34  were  promoted  in  some  subjects. 

For  the  coming  year  it  is  hoped  that  all  parents  will  visit 
the  schools  and  get  to  know  the  teachers.  It  is  believed  that 
the  school  work  will  be  even  better  advanced  when  the  homes 
are  more  interested  in  the  school  work.

Third  Term — Opens  Wednesday,  April   11,  closes  Tuesday, 

June  19,  1917 — 10  weeks,  50  legal  days  and  49  session 

days. 
Total  for  Year — 38  weeks,  190  legal  days  and  185  session  days. 

185  session  days  are  required  subject  to  the  direction  of 

the  supervisor. 

Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours ;  grades  I  and  II  may  be 
dismissed  a  half  hour  earlier  each  day;  on  Friday  school  close 
one  hour  earlier. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  improve  the  attendance  and  may 
require  written  excuses  for  absence,  tardiness,  or  dismissal 
before  the  closing  hour.  Dismission  before  the  closing  hour 
is  discouraged,  but  may  for  special  reasons,  though  rarely,  be 
granted  for  not  more  than  half  the  session.  Only  sickness  or 
an  equally  unavoidable  excuse  is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory 
reason  for  irregular  attendance. 

Pupils  under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  required  to  remain 
in  school  until  they  have  finished  the  work  of  the  sixth  grade 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  School  Committee.  After  this  work  is 
done,  when  desired,  leaving  certificates  for  employment  will 
be  given.  After  receiving  this  certificate,  a  certificate  from 
the  State  for  employment  in  a  factory  may  be  obtained.  Pupils 
leaving  school  or  proposing  to  leave  school  before  fininshing 
this  work  are  to  be  promptly  reported  to  the  supervisor. 

Children  five  years  of  age  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
public  schools,  but  are  expected  to  begin  attendance  at  the 
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opening,  of  the  school  year  in  September.  Unless  prepared 
to  enter  a  class  already  formed,  they  are  not  received  later 
than  the  third  week  of  the  fall  term.  But  children  who  will 
be  seven  before  the  close  of  the  school  year  are  expected  to 
enter  in  September. 

Attendance  for  a  half  day  only  is  to  be  discouraged. 

These  rules  are  to  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEES  REPORT. 


During  the  past  school  year  the  Personnel  of  the  Town 
School  Board  has  been  somewhat  changed  by  the  resignation  of 
its  chairman,  Rollin  U.  Tyler,  its  Secretary,  Rev.  E.  E.  Lewis, 
and  by  the  removal  from  the  Town  and  resignation  of  Rev.  W. 
J.  Tate,  who  had  been  elected  Secretary  to  succeed  Mr.  Lewis. 
In  the  elimination  of  these  three  gentlemen  from  the  Town 
School  Board,  the  Town  has  lost  the  services  of  men  who  have 
served  the  educational  interests  of  the  Town  of  Haddam  long 
and  well.  Messrs.  Edward  W.  Hazen,  John  C.  Knowles,  and 
Elmer  S.  Hubbard  were  elected  members  to  fill  these  va- 
cancies. 

The  matter  of  giving  better  school  accommodations  to  the 
children  in  the  Ponsett  Center  District,  either  by  transporta- 
tion or  by  building  a  new  school  house  in  this  district,  was 
brought  up  for  action  by  the  Board,  on  the  petition  of  the  resi- 
dents of  said  district.  After  due  consideration  the  School 
Board  voted  to  recommend  to  a  special  Town  Meeting  called 
for  the  purpose;  that  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  appropriated  to 
build  a  new  school  house  in  the  Ponsett  Center  District;  near 
the  Episcopal  Church.  This  meeting  was  called  and  the 
necessary  appropriation  voted.  The  building  following  in  a 
general  way  the  plans  submitted  by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation is  now  completed  and  opened  for  school  on  September  5. 

The  School  Board  appointed  a  committee  to  take  action  per- 
taining to  grading  of  grounds  at  the  Higganum  School  House 
and  to  take  action  either  to  grade  the  grounds  or  to  move  the 
school,  in  the  Haddam  Neck  District  to  a  new  site  and  grade 
the  grounds.  At  a  special  Town  meeting  called  for  the  pur- 
pose, the  committee  recommended  that  the  sum  of  $500  be 
appropriated  lor  -the  purpose  of  (grading  the  grounds  in 
Higganum  District,  and  the  sum  of  $250  be  appropriated 
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for  the  purpose  of  moving  the  school  house  and  grading  the 
grounds  in  the  Haddam  Neck  District.  The  grading  of  the 
grounds  in  the  Higganum  District  has  progressed  slowly 
owing  to  the  unusual  shortage  of  labor.  The  Haddam  Neck 
School  House  has  been  moved  to  its  beautiful  new  site  over- 
looking the  Connecticut  River,  and  school  opened  there  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term,  although  the  grading  and  general 
repairs  are  not,  as  yet,  completed. 

All  our  school  property  is  in  good  condition,  new  single 
desks  have  been  purchased  and  installed  in  the  Candlewood 
Hill  school  house.  A  new  storehouse  for  books  and  supplies 
has  been  completed  in  the  basement  of  the  Higganum  school. 
New  slate  black  boards  will  replace  the  old  wall  boards  in  the 
Higganum  school. 

On  account  of  the  poor  average  attendance  caused  by  the 
Infantile  Paralysis  scare,  measles  and  the  increase  in  the 
grand  list  of  the  Town,  the  average  attendance  grant  by  the 
State  this  year  will  be  only  $1,706.52,  as  compared  with  the 
$2,374.82  last  year.  Next  year  by  an  act  passed  by  the  last 
general  assembly,  the  average  attendance  grant  will  be  based 
on  the  amount  paid  for  teachers'  wages.  For  the  Town  of 
Haddam  this  amount  will  be  30  per  cent,  of  said  sum  and  will 
amount  to  about  $1,900. 

The  total  school  expenses  for  the  school  year  have  been 
$9,904.08,  apparently  a  large  increase  over  last  year,  but  if 
you  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  of  this  sum,  $1,189.45 
was  spent  for  the  new  school  house  in  Ponsett  Center  and 
$83.85  for  grading,  for  which  special  appropriations  were 
made  at  Town  meetings,  the  figures  will  compare  more  favor- 
ably with  the  amount  expended  last  season. 

During  the  past  year  13  pupils  began  attendance  at  the  High 
School  in  Middletown  and  3  began  attendance  at  the  High 
School  in  Deep  River. 

Miss  Ruth  Burr  one  of  our  pupils,  graduated  as  valedictor- 
ian of  her  class,  in  the  Middletown  High  School.  We  are 
pleased  with  the  efforts  and  attainments  of  Miss  Burr  and  hope 
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that  her  achievment  may  be  an  inspiration  to  all  our  High 
School  pupils. 

Our  schools,  with  the  exception  of  the  Burr  District,  opened 
on  Sept.  5.  Mr.  F.  W.  Shearer,  Supervisor  of  schools  for  the 
past  number  of  years,  was  transferred  by  the  State  Board  to 
Norwich,  and  the  State  failed  to  provide  us  with  a  new  super- 
visor until  after  the  opening  of  schools.  Mr.  A.  C.  Johnson 
has  now  been  assigned  as  supervisor  and  has  assumed  his. 
duties  in  the  Town  of  Haddam. 

The  Secretary  would  call  attention  to  Chapter  198 — Public 
Acts  of  1909,  which  provides  State  assistance  to  attend  Nor- 
mal School  to  the  pupil  which  receives  the  recommendation  of 
the  Town  School  Board.  The  Board  has  had  no  application 
for  the  "Trained  Teacher's  Certificate"  for  the  last  number  of 
years.  There  is  a  constantly  growing  demand  for  teachers, 
and  pupils  adapted  to  this  work  will  find  the  "Trained  Teach- 
er's Certificate"  of  great  advantage  to  them.

The  above  figures  are  interesting  in  showing  the  decrease 
in  the  number  of  school  children  enumerated,  enrolled,  and  in 
average  attendance.  Many  families  have  moved  to  the  city 
where  the  high  wages  of  these  times  have  called  them.  It 
should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  both  quarantine  and  scare 
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of  infantile  paralysis  and  later  the  measles  made  great  inroads 
on  the  average  attendance.  It  would  be  well  to  compare  the 
figures  given  above  with  those  for  the  past  three  years. 
Turkey  Hill  with  only  five  pupils  may  drop  out  at  any  moment. 
Ponset,  holds  fast.  Haddam  Neck  gets  lower  and  lower. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  evidence  that  Burr, 
Candlewood  Hill,  Center  and  Higganum  Union  were  also  feel- 
ing the  outside  call  for  higher  wages. 

The  supply  of  teachers  gets  smaller  and  smaller.  Haddam 
has  not  been  able  to  supply  the  number  of  teachers  that  are 
needed  by  the  town.  The  situation  is  now  serious.  The  wages 
paid  to  teachers  is  so  small  that  monetary  considerations  alone 
will  no  longer  call  the  wide-awake  person  into  the  services  of 
the  school.  The  few  teachers  of  your  town  are  fast  leaving 
your  service.  That  is  the  worst  loss  your  town  can  suffer. 
The  State  normal  school  grant  has  not  induced  the  high  school 
graduates  to  attend  normal  school.  In  fact,  those  teachers  that 
we  train  in  our  own  normal  schools  at  State  expense  leave  the 
state  to  go  to  neighboring  states  where  teachers  receive  better 
pay.  Surely  Yankee  shrewdness  is  not  evident  there.  The 
minimum  wage  in  the  town  should  be  at  least  as  much  as  the 
wage  paid  to  common  house  labor.  The  net  return  is  less. 
You  seem  satisfied  with  these  conditions  because  the  town  is 
tied  up  by  custom.  The  business  man  of  to-day  thinks  in  terms 
of  the  future  and  our  citizens  will  think  the  same  way.  When 
we  see  the  money  available  for  war  purposes,  as  school  men 
we  ought  to  feel  ashamed  for  not  pursuing  a  more  energetic 
policy  in  securing  the  very  best  teachers  for  our  children  that 
the  wealth  of  the  land  can  buy. 

There  has  been  some  interest  shown  in  sewing  this  year 
and  in  some  of  the  schools  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  pupils 
have  volunteered  their  services  for  a  small  part  of  one  after- 
noon each  week  to  help  the  teacher  in  this  subject.  In  the 
Ponset  school  the  boys  and  the  girls  made  many  useful  articles 
of  clothing.  There  is  a  definite  course  planned  in  sewing  and 
where  there  is  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  community  to  get 
results  in  the  course,  very  good  results  have  been  secured.  The 
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subject  needs  much  individual  attention  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  friends  of  the  pupils  will  assist  in  this  needed  work. 

The  equipment  in  the  several  schools  will  soon  be  good* 
There  will  be  need  however  of  a  number  of  books  within  a  few 
years.  It  would  be  wise  now  to  plan  so  that  all  will  not  be 
required  in  one  year.  The  life  of  a  book  is  about  five  years 
and  the  number  purchased  in  the  last  three  years  has  been 
relatively  small.  That  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  new  supply 
purchased  at  first  was  in  good  condition.  They  will  wear  out 
faster  from  now  on.  This  year  will  complete  the  slate  black- 
board program.  There  remain  double  seats  at  Higganum 
Union,  Haddam  Neck,  and  Turkey  Hill.  The  others  have 
single  seats  suited  to  the  height  of  the  pupils.  The  few  pupils 
at  Turkey  Hill,  and  the  decreasing  numbers  at  Haddam  Neck, 
bring  it  about  that  they  have  individual  seats.  At  Higganum 
Union  the  need  for  individual  adjustable  seats  is  felt  the 
strongest.  There  is  no  way  of  seeing  to  it  that  the  weaker 
pupil  will  not  copy  the  work  of  the  brighter  pupil.  That  does 
not  do  the  weaker  pupil  much  good  and  causes  some  retarda- 
tion which  is  expensive  both  to  the  pupil  and  to  the  town. 

No  doubt  the  extra  efforts  made  by  the  citizens  along 
agricultural  lines  has  caused  the  grading  at  Higganum  Union 
to  become  slower  and  slower.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  work 
will  advance  more  rapidly  this  coming  year.  Tylerville  school 
has  little  suitable  play  grounds.  The  pupils  have  been  in  the 
habit  of  using  the  lot  in  front  of  the  school  and  across  the  road 
from  the  school.  If  that  lot  could  be  acquired  by  the  Town 
there  would  be  a  suitable  play  ground  and  in  the  future  a  much 
safer  place  for  the  school  house  itself.  The  school  grounds  at 
the  Little  City  school  should  be  determined  and  if  necessary 
extended.  That  would  complete  the  program  for  larger  school 
grounds,  for  already  have  the  grounds  at  Burr,  Turkey  Hill, 
and  Haddam  Neck  been  extended.  The  new  school  house  has: 
been  placed  on  a  lot  at  Ponsett  Center,  which  lot  is  large 
enough  for  a  *play  ground  and  agriculture. 

Board  for  school  teachers  will  become  a  problem  as  the 
teachers  come  more  and  more  from  out  of  town.    While  we 
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probably  will  not  go  back  to  the  custom  of  boarding  the 
teacher  around,  nevertheless  more  citizens  must  make 
arrangements  to  receive  the  teachers  into  their  homes.  In 
order  to  make  it  easier  for  all,  the  supervisor  will  appreciate 
it  if  those  who  are  willing  to  take  a  teacher  to  board  will  send 
him  word.  In  some  cases  the  engagement  of  better  teachers 
depends  very  much  upon  the  place  that  the  teacher  can  board. 
This  question  is  felt  very  keenly  in  the  district  schools.  The 
school  board  can  do  much  to  assist  in  this  matter. 

The  five  year  program  for  repairs  will  be  well  on  its  way 
by  September.  When  completed  no  doubt  the  cost  of  upkeep 
will  be  relatively  smaller.  The  stoves  that  were  jacketed  last 
year  gave  good  service  and  justifies  their  being  jacketed.

Fall  term  to  begin  Wednesday,   September  5,  1917  and  end 
Tuesday,  December  18,  1917. 
(15  weeks — 73  days.    Holidays:  Teachers'  visiting  day  and 
Thanksgiving.    If  the  day  after  Thanksgiving  is  taken 
the  day  should  be  made  up.) 
Winter  term  to  begin  Wednesday,  January  2,  1918  and  end 
March  27,  1918. 

(12  weeks — 58  days.     Holidays:  Visiting  day  and  Wash- 
ington's Birthday.) 

Spring  term  to  begin  Wednesday,  April  3,  1918  and  end  June 
18,  1918. 
(11  weeks — 54  days.     Holidays:  Memorial  day). 
Total,  38  weeks— 185  days. 
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Regular  daily  sessions,  six  hours ;  Grades  I  and  II  may  be 
dismissed  a  half  hour  earlier  each  day ;  on  Friday  schools  close 
one  hour  earlier. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  improve  the  attendance  and  may 
require  written  excuses  for  absence,  tardiness,  or  dismissal 
before  the  closing  hour.  Dismission  before  the  closing  hour  is 
discouraged,  but  may  for  speci-al  reasons,  though  rarely,  be 
granted  for  not  more  than  half  the  session.  Only  sickness  or 
an  equally  unavoidable  excuse  is  regarded  as  a  satisfactory 
reason  for  irregular  attendance. 

Pupils  under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  required  to  remain 
in  school  until  they  have  finished  the  work  of  the  sixth  grade 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  School  Committee.  After  this  work 
is  done,  when  desired,  leaving  certificates  for  employment  will 
be  given.  After  receiving  this  certificate,  a  certificate  from 
the  State  for  employment  in  a  factory  may  be  obtained. 
Pupils  leaving  school  or  proposing  to  leave  school  before  fin- 
ishing this  work  are  to  be  promptly  reported  to  the  supervisor. 
Children  five  years  of  age  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
public  schools,  but  are  expected  to  begin  attendance  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  year  in  September.  Unless  prepared  to 
enter  a  class  already  formed,  they  are  not  received  later  than 
the  third  week  of  the  fall  term.  But  children  who  will  be 
seven  before  the  close  of  the  school  year  are  expected  to  enter 
in  September. 

Attendance  for  a  half  day  only  is  to  be  discouraged. 

These  rules  are  to  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible.
